The Punishment M«*tf?«l out to 
a Political Offender--!! urlcd 
Through an Ice Hole into 
the Bit I lie. 



We walked until we found ourselves 
opposite the prison. The jailer opened 
the door and went in with a lighted 
lantern. We followed. 

We went down ten steps, passed a 
row of dungeons, then down ten steps 
more but did not stop. Five steps fur- 
ther down we reached a door marked 
Number Eleven. The turnkey gave a 
ailent, signal; it seemed as if in this 
abode"of the dead he had lost the pow- 
er of speech.

THE UNIVERSITY PROJECT. 

Tho project for tha establishment of a 
univorsity at Victoria has been shelved, 
so far ua the present city council are con- 
cerned. The scheme, as outlined by the 
resolutions of tho board of school trus- 
tees, was necessarily crude and wanting 
in detail; but all things must have a be- 
ginning, and the board have at least suc- 
ceeded in giving a start to a project 
which, sooner or later, will gather form and 
substance and beewme a tangible factor in 
the permanent growth of Victoria. Some 
people have imbibed the idea that the pro- 
posed university is intended to be entire- 
ly free. That idoa is incorrect. If estab- 
lished it will be modeled after similar in- 
stitutions in tho eastern provinces, where 
a fee ia exacted to maintain them, aided 
by state grants in money and lands. A 
municipality has been known to grant a 
bonus for the establishment in its 
midst of an institution of the kind, 
experience having shown that the expen- 
ditures of scholars who attend a univer- 
sity and thoir friends who pay them visits 
contribute largely to the prosperity of tho 
place. The chief object in drawing the at- 
tention of the council to the matter was to 
enlist its sympathy. This the report inti- 
mates tho scheme has obtained. That is 
an important point gained. It will re- 
main for the new mayor and councillors, 
whoever they may bo, to give the project 
someihing more than sympathy — a prac- 
tical, helping hand. If it is found that 
tho municipalities' act does not confer the 
necessary power upon the municipality 
the legislature at the approaching session 
may be asked to amend tha act. The civ- 
ilized world has reached that Btago when 
if any thoughtful, intelligent man was 
asked to pass judgmout upon tho 
comparative value of human activities 
we are sure that ho would make answer 
that the public educator leads all the rest. 
The wisest and greatest men in all ages and 
countries have exalted luarniug. "Educa- 
tion," said tho first Napoleon, "should bo 
be the first object of government." Burko 
declared that "education is the first defence 
of nations." Edward Everott affirmed that 
"education is a better safeguard of liberty 
than a" standing army." Emerson defined 
education as tho "arming of mon." Theso 
declarations aro self-evident truths, Suc- 
cessive legislatures in this province have 
recognized by liberal grants the importanco 
thRt attaches to the cause of education. 
What is wanted now is an opportunity to 
"round off" the system, tocrown the edifice 
with a koystono, so that while no British 
Columbia child will need to go abroad to 
secure an education that will fit him for 
any profession, scores of young men and 
women, attracted by tho salubrious climate 
and perfeofc system that will thou prevail, 
will bo sent here to complete their 
studies.

Oue of the engin- 
eers said last night within a day or two the 
officers of the Elevated railroad company 
would receive a visit from a eommittoo of 
the Brotherhood of locomotive engineers, 
with a demand that an engineer's day's 
work should be eight hours and an ultima- 
tum that unless the demand wns promptly 
acceded to the engineers and firemen would 
strike.

Toko.nto, Dec.31.— FloraNewell.a baby 
farmer, was to-day sent to jail for one 
month for abandoning an infant, the ille- 
gitimate child of Mary E. Marsh, of Port 
Hope, by leaving it on a Bond street 
door-atep. She pleaded guilty. 

Tho liquor men of the city-are dovoting 
their time and talents to the aid of Mayor 
Manning, and hundreds of canvassers are 
beating up the unfrequented portions of 
the city to gather support.

YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 



CANADA. 

Montreal, Jan. C. — A number of 
speculators and brokers have been badly 
victimized by purchaaing land script 
granted to volunteers who served in tho 
Northwest rebellion. Some of the claims 
have bo=n sold aovoral times over, voluu- 
teors being charged with having sold their 
claims and got money for them from dif- 
ferent persons. To what extent the fraud 
has been carried out no one knows. 

Toronto, Jan. 6 — Brayley & McOlung, 
wholesale milliners, havo failed with lia- 
bilities estimated at §110,000. 

Eight'rounda of a tifteou-round fight 
were fought here to-night by Harry Gil- 
more and Paul Pattillo. When time was 
called at tho conclusion of tho eighth round 
there was not a spot on Pattillo's face,' 
shoulders or chest that was not covered 
with blood. Gilmore had no mark on his 
face, but was bleeding from one ear, and 
his shoulder blades were colored a bright 
red. After Pattillo took his seat George 
Fulljames, hie second, after conferring 
with him, announced that hia man was 
beaten. • Tho fight was for the receipts of 
the house. 

FRANCE. 

Paki«, Jan. 0.— Tho reported delay in 
completing tho new cabinet is due to the 
desire of M. DeFreycinet to havo M. Gal- 
leres accept the portl'oiio of minister of 
the interior. 

Parliament will bo dissolved, if M. Do- 
Freyoinet should not be abla to form a 
ministry. 

London, Jan. 7. — The Times' Paris 
correspondent says tho French govern- 
ment will, at tho request of tho Panama 
canal company, send Rosseau to inspect 
and report on the condition and prospects 
of tho Panama canal. If tho report is 
favorable a loan will be granted the com- 
pany to push the work to completion. If 
it ia adverse, the enterpriae will bo al- 
lowed to collapse and the government will 
assume responsibility. 

SERVIA. 

London, Jan. G— It ia stated that Ser- 
via, acting at the instigation of Austria, 
will refuse to discuss terms of peace with 
Bulgaria except on -the basia of a roturu 
to the statin quo ante. 

IRELAND. 

Ddhlin*, Jan. C — Michaol Davitt has 
promised to visit Wales in February next 
for the purpoae of assisting in tho agra- 
rian agitation and of aiding in forming 
Welah land league. 

Mr. Redmond, M. P. , addrosaed a Na- 
tional Leaguo meotiug in Kensington to- 
day. He said that Ireland wanted a home 
parliament to regulate its internal affairs; 
while the parliament at Westminster 
dealt with quoationa alfecting tho empire 
There was a middle course between sepa- 
ration and centralization. Ho objected 
to accepting a aohunie of county govern- 
ment, becuuae, as English politicians clear- 
ly foresaw, the energy now devotod to ob- 
taining home rule would be spent in dis- 
putes concerning county boards. 

ROME. 

Rome, Jan. 6. — Tho pope's health \s 
excellent. 

The manifesto which the Spanish bish- 
ops have submitted to the pope on the 
death of King Alfonso, has been approved 
by His Holiness, and will bo publiahod 
forthwith. The pope says : "I would 
strongly impreas upon you that although 
politics are based upon religion, you must 
not engage in politics, provided, however, 
that faith in tho Catholic principles is re 
spected, all forms of government are ad- 
misBable." ThiB is considered a fatal blow 
to the pretensions of tho Carlists who, it iu 
claimod, used religion as a cloak for the 
advauoe of despotism. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Jan. 6. — United Stntos Minister 
Pendleton has induced the government to 
rescind its order for the expulsion of Amer- 
icans from tho island of Fohar. 

TURKEY. 
London, Jan. C. — A dispatch to theNows 
from Constantinople says the financial dilfi- 
cultioB of the Turkish government are in- 
creasing, Soldiers are clamoring for thoir 
pay. It is proposed to issue paper money. 
The dispatch also says the military council 
will instruct tho commander on the Greek 
frontier to attack tho Greeks if they make 
any hostile moremont. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Jan. G. — A number of liberal 
members of parliament havu been making 
overtures to the Purnellites for the co-oper- 
ation of the latter in raising tho question of 
homo rule during the debate on the address 
in reply to the Queen's speech. Parnell 
declines to reply to tho liberal overtures 
unless they are uccompanied by an express 
agreement to grant to Ireland home rule. 
If the Queen's speech refer:; to Ireland, the 
Parnellitea will await the government's pro- 
posals. 

A sovere snowstorm prevailed throughout 
England during tho past eight hours. Rail- 
way traffic and communication is impeded 
and many telegraph wires broken. The 
snow greatly interferes with travel in Lon- 
don. 

The iron masters of Lancashire have 
notified their employes of a pro-rata reduc- 
tion in wages. The announcement has 
caused much excitement and indignation 
among tho workmen. 

Mr. Gladstone's circular to the liberal 
members of parliament requests them to 
attend a preliminary mooting on tho 12th 
inst., and the formal oponing of parliament 
on tho 21st. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Fr vnoisco, Jan. G. — The three 
dynamiters who wero arrosted on Decem- 
ber 15th were to-day found guilty of 
storing gunpowdor conC'.ary to the city 
ordinance. The jury wa.- out one hour 
and twenty minutes and .^oommeiide'd 
the prisoners to mercy. £,.i.ence will be 
passed to-morrow. 

BURMAH. 
London, Jan. 6. — The Times' corres- 
pondent at Mandalay telegraphs that ten 
thousand rebels are scouring the country 
within a radius of twenty miles of tho 
capital, and they threaten to attnek tho 
town. Fears of an omeute aro felt, 
owing to the great reduction of the British 
force at Ms-ndalay by the withdrawal of 
troops for the expedition to Bheraah.

BRITISH COLUMBIA DRY DOCK. 



The Capacity Ear Too Small. 



THE VESSELS NOW PLVINO ON THE PACIFIC 
O0EAN TOO LARDE TO ENTER THE DOCK 
-WHftT THE VESSELS FOR THAT 
TRADE WILL REQUIRE— WHY AN- 
OTHER DO0K WILL HAVE TO BE 
BUILT-THE TROUBLE THIS 
WILL OCCASION. 



A gentleman who has rocently returned 
from British Columbia and had exception- 
al means of judging of the noceaaitiea of 
that province, in its rulation to the pro- 
prosed Pacific Ocean route of steamurs 
and the requirements of the new dry dock 
which ia now. being built by the Domin- 
ion government at Esquimalt for the new 
steamers, gave a Globe reporter yesterday 
some particulars about tlio dry dock. Tho 
original specifications for tho work called 
for a dock four hundred feet long, finished 
off square at the outer or Boa end. This 
has been aomewhat modified, and the out- 
er end is to be rounded off so as 

TO INCREASE THE CAPACITY 

by thirty foot, making the total length of 
the dock four hundred and thirty feet, 
This ia considered wholly inadequate for 
the vessels which will havo to use it, as 
tho steamers now plying on tho Pacific 
ocean will many of them be unable to en- 
ter it. The Arabic, for instance, one of 
the Pacific Mail steamers, ia four hun- 
dred and thirty feet long between perpen- 
dioulars, and will thoreforo require a dock 
about four hundrod and sixty feet long. 
Besides this tha representations which 
were made to tho Dominion government 
about tho matter were that the steamers 
which were to bo employed would be 
larger than thoss now in uae, and there- 
fore 

WOULD REgUIKB A DOCK 

of greater cauacity. Tho gentlemon who 
understood the position told the govern- 
ment that the dry dock should by no 
moans bo less than five hundred feet lone, 
as there was littlo doubt that the voasula 
used would equal in sizo those now plying 
across the Atlantic. Very many of these 
could not even in tho dock at all, as their 
length between perpendiculars largely ex- 
ceeded that of tho dock, and there must 
always be an allowance of about thirty 
foot beyond that made. Tho America, 
for instance, 

ONE OF THE ATLANTIC STEAMERS, 
is four hundred and forty-one foot long 
between perpendiculars; the Oregon five 
hundred and one feet; tho Parisian four 
hundred and forty foot; tho Vancouver 
four hundred' and thirty feet; and the 
City of Rome fivo hundred and sixty feet 
long between perpendiculars. The conse- 
quence of this action would bo that the 
vessels for whr.su benefit tho dry dock 
was being built at the expense of the Ca- 
nadian people would bo compelled to go 
to San Francisco to be dry docked, a dis- 
tance of soven hundred and fifty miles. 
This would involve a considerable loss of 
time, besides an incroaaud exponao to tho 
owners of the steamers. In reply to a 
queation, tho gentleman said that it was 
not yet too late to change it and increase 
tho capacity of tho dock, but that 

II' IT WEBB DELAYED 
till after the dock was completed, the e.V 
peuso of increasing the capacity would 
practically be as great as that of building 
a new dock, and would, besides, render 
the dock useless while tho work was going 
on. It would, however, furnish a grand 
opportunity for enriching contractors at 
the expense of tho peoplo, when the work 
had to be done which would bo almost aa 
goon as tho dock was finished.— Toronto 
Globe.

Newark, N. J, Doc. 31.— Bartloy 
Rico was shot by Policeman Baumer a 
day or two ago while resisting arrest. 
Rice had been accused of stealing two 
kegs of beer from tho saloon of an 
Italian named Polito. Rice's body was 
taken to an apartment over the saloon, 
where a wake was iu progress last night, 
when a party of Italians entered and de- 
manded that the coffin should be taken 
out of tho house. A colored woman tried 
to bar tho way, but she was thrown into 
a corner and the Italians seized l he cuffin, 
from which the lid had been removed. 
As they started for tho door with it, two 
men and live womon grappled with thorn 
and a fierco struggle ensued. The coffin 
was carried backward and forward in the 
melee, and tho women were getting the 
beat of the intruders, when Polito said 
something in Italian and a rush was made 
towards the window. 

The women wero taken by surprise, 
and could make no further resistance 
Tho bead of tho coffin was driven through 
the sash and protruded into tho street.. A 
showor of glues fell on tho heads of tho 
Rpeotatora below, fully 200 persons, 
mostly Italians of both sexes, being 
massed in front of the house, and a wild 
cheer went up from their throats ae tho 
coliin appealed. It was only a moment 
in Bight before tho plucky women in the 
room were reinforced by several young 
friends of Rice, who drove out the 
Iialiaus and guarded tho oorpso until the 
police arrived. Tho wake then con- 
tinued.

BEGIN A VS. MALLOTT. 

Mr. T. Davie for Mallott, explained 
that prisoner had been sentenced at the 
last Kamloops assizes by Mr. Justice 
Walkcm to suffer deuth for ihe crime of 
murder on December 17th last, but ho 
had since been reprieved on a writ of 
error. The points now to be reiaed wero, 
firBt, that the prisoner ought to have had 
a jury roturned from the locality of the 
allegod homicide; also, that tho officer 
who returned the jury process had no 
existence in point of law — the office of 
sheriff fur criminal purposes having been 
abolished by statute; and again, that if 
such an officer exLted he was not tho 
proper one to have summoned the jury.

MAYOR BITHET'S REPORT 

Upon .Tin ii hi pul Matters of tlie 
Past Year. 

The roport of Mayor Rithet upon civic 
buninoss during his term of office was sub- 
milted to the council at its last meeting. 
Shorn of all auporfluity of speech it deals 
exhaustively with all the subjects that 
were brought boforo the board during that 
time and has been compiled in a manner 
which is at once intelligible, practical and 
interesting for perusal. His worship 
mentions that in tho necessity for im- 
provement it may at any time bo found 
Advisable to expend more money than ia 
actually at the disposal of tho corpora- 
tion, but that he can see no good reason 
why the weltare of the oity should be al- 
lowed to suffer rather than incur a rea- 
sonable debt upon its credit when wanted 
for requisite public improvements. 

FINANCIAL. 

The city's liabilities have been increased 
by two loaua repayable in twenty years, one 
for $10,000 for extension of alectiio light; 
tho other for $5,000 for a drainage schoiue. 
The annual amount to beset apart from tho 
general revenue to meot the interest and 
sinking fund on nil loans on city debentures 
is $'20, 151; while tho total liabilities for 
loans, deduoting the fund on hand, is $150,- 
780.

streets, water-works AND LIGHTING. 

Allusion ia mado to the expenditure 
having kept very nearly within the reve- 
nue in consideration of previous outstand- 
ing liabilities and amount pud for the 
electrlo light. With regard to the streets 
the increase of traffic had been great; and 
a bylaw to borrow $25,000 to improve 
them having been defeated, the council 
had taken in hand the repairs deemed 
tho most urgent. Tho economy and effi- 
ciency of the rock crusher and stoam drill 
are nlsn tntiohed upon. 

In speaking of the water supply, the 
mayor expresses the hope that the next 
council will energetically take in hand the 
question of construction of a reservoir for 
supply of the highor levels, as furnishing 
in every way tho beat guarantee of an 
abundant and continuous supply. 

Tho extension of the electric lighting 
system in favorably reviewed, as also are 
tho terms upon which the now plant (when 
compared with thoao of the original) was 
secured. 

REVISION OF ASSESSMENT ROLL. 

The revision of the assessment roll 
(and the consequent increase of tho muni- 
cipal revenue) is also spoken of in a con- 
gratulatory mAtiner, and reference made 
to the small number of appeals made 
against any result of the revision. 

DRAINAGE. 

Under this comes, of course, mention 
of tho acceptance of Pickering & Crump- 
ton's offer to provide a scheme for the 
same, and also the imperative necessity 
for making provisiun meanwhile for the 
securement of the best sanitary conditions 
possible under the circumstances. 

In noting tho defeat of a bylaw passed for 
thin purpose his worship takes occasion to 
hope that tho matter will be again taken up 
by the no^xt council. 

The extension of the firo limits, tho im- 
provements to Ross Bay cemetery, and the 
advantageous working of tho municipal act 
whereby the councillor obtaining the high- 
est number of votes of any in his ward ro- 
taius office for two years, and restriction of 
voting qualifications to householders, the 
necessity for greater attention to the condi- 
tion of Bt?acon Hill park, and the now pro- 
gressing work of consolidation of the by- 
laws, all receive duo mention. 

NEW STItEETB. 

Referring to new streets luid out by prop- 
erty holders, his worship suggests that not 
only their grading but the laying of the side- 
walks should bo at tho said landowners' 
expense, and that no municipal funds bo 
expended thoreon until the said streets have 
been inspected nnd approvod by tho sur- 
veyor. 

GENERAL. 

Under this head may be classed the 
mention of the proposed transfur of the 
city pound, land reserves, actual transfer 
of the volunteer tire department apparatus 
to tho paid department organized by tho 
oity, increase of police forco, and matters 
of Iosser import. His worship courteous- 
ly alludes to the zeal displayed by the 
councillors, marked both as untiring and 
disinterested ; and to tho officers 
of Ihe corporation for the interest 
displayed in performing their duties and 
the readiness shown by them to comply 
with the wishes of tho mayor and council. 
To this they cultl well reply bb, we feol 
sure, do tho general public, that in all 
this they did but follow tho example set 
them by their mayor, whose ability and 
invariable courtesy, displayed both at the 
council board and in the oxerciae of hia 
official authority, rendered him as popu 
lar in his public, aB he is respected in hia 
private, capacity; and that whoever may 
be his successor, the'oivio chair will never 
ho more «fficiently filled than during 
Mayor Rithet's term of office.

Of 
course, the lifo would bo rather a lonely 
one, away from society, ohurches aud 
sohools, but there is no doubt that all these 
will be added as the country becomes nioro 
settled. 

"The lowor grazing grounds in the valloj-B 
are how all token up by large Btook-raisora, 
and it will be impossible for nnyone to conio 
in uud roplace thorn. Even then it isuecos- 
sary to provide feed for wintering stock. 
Should a snow fall and then a light rain, 
and form a frozon crust on the surface, tho 
cattlo sutler sevorely in breaking through in 
their search for grass. This is not the enso 
on tho second range of hills, where tho 
steers aud dry cows run through tho winter, 
for there the buow is of a powdery fineness 
and as it uover thaws during the winter 
months tho cattle can find plenty of grass 
and easy walking even in eighteon inches of 
snow.

Should tho present prices keep 
to about the same figure in the coming 
years, there is good money in the cattlo 
raising business for small owners suoh ns 
I have described, and I have no doubt 
that advantage will aoon ba taken of tho 
vacant bench lands for this purpose.

The now Governor of New South 
Wales, Lord CarriiiRton, with Lady 
Carrington, was expected in Sydney, 
December 11th. They were to be ten- 
dered a grand reception. 

Cardinal Moran has laid the founda- 
tion-stone of a monastery, at Waratah, 
New South Wales. 

A telegram from Townsville an- 
nounces the death of Major-Geueral 
Sir Peter Scratchleyj High Commis- 
sioner for New Guinea. General Scrat- 
chley, who had been suffering with 
jungle fever for soma ten days, was re- 
turning from New Guinea to Austra 
lia in the steamer Governor Blacknall. 
He died while the steamer was between 
Cooktown and Townsville. 

A peculiar coincidence has been re- 
lated in connection with the disastrous 
and almost unprecedented drouth which 
is at present working so much havoc 
throughout the iuterior of the colony. 
It is stated, on very good authority, 
that during April, 1383, the aborigin- 
als living on the Upper Darling River 
stated that there was going to be a 
great drouth, in which all the sheep 
•would die, and that they accordingly 
took thomselves off to a series of deep 
water-holes on the upper part of the 
Culgoa Kiver, w*fcre they remained 
until October of the present year. They 
then returned to the old haunts and 
commenced to build canoes, stating, in 
explanation, that there was soon to be 
a destructive flood in the Darling or, 
as they put it, "a cobborn water iu the 
river."

G. A. Sala has delivered a farewell 
lecture at Auckland and left for Syd- 
ney. 

An area of 60,000 acres will short- 
ly be oflered for sale in the Auckland 
Province under the perpetual leasing 
system. The annual rental will be 2^ 
per cent, on the price obtained at auc 
tion. An area of 100,000 acres will be 
put up for sale in Otago early in Jan- 
uary.

Fiji. 

A most extensive fire is still devast- 
ating a large district all around the 
neighborhood of Lurawai. It is report- 
ed that the conflagration was so tierce 
as to have crossed -he river, and the 
latest intelligence is to the effect that 
at the date of communication it was 
still raging with great fury. The pre- 
sent dry state of the vegetation forms 
fit food for the flames, and all efforts 
to extinguish them have as yet proved 
ineffectual. 



Condition ot Turkey's IVavy. 

During the last seven years, since 
the end of the war with Russia, the 
Turkish fleet has remained in complete 
inactivity. The condition of the ships 
has beeti entirely neglected, tho boilers 
and engines are covered with rust, and 
the hulls are so rotten that most of the 
vessels are baif tilled with water, so 
that it is a matter of great difficulty to 
keep them afloat. It must take weeks, 
if not months, before the navy min- 
stry can succeed in making a few shipB 
tit for sea.
